AN ACT Relating to funding qualifying projects through the urban
corridor program of the transportation inprovenent board; anendi ng RCW
47. 26.282; reenacting and anmendi ng RCW 43. 84. 092; addi ng a new section
to chapter 47.26 RCW creating a new section; providing an effective
date; and declaring an emnergency.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. The legislature finds that WAshington
state's quality of life is based on a nunber of factors, including a
strong econony, affordable housing, and appropriate infrastructure.
The legislature finds that existing funding levels are insufficient to
meet current and future demands for infrastructure, especially
infrastructure that is necessary to acconmpdate new popul ati on grow h.
The legislature finds also that the transportation inprovenent board's
prograns provide a nechanismto ensure that infrastructure funding is
directed to projects that are necessary to accommodate grow h. The
| egislature, therefore, intends to establish requirenents pertaining to
funding growh infrastructure projects from the city growh and
pl anni ng program and dedicate funding to the transportation
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i nprovenent board for grants to fund qualifying infrastructure prograns
that are consistent wth these requirenents.

Sec. 2. RCW 47. 26. 282 and 2002 ¢ 189 s 5 are each anended to read
as foll ows:

( (+A—any—projeet—funded)) (1) A new programis established entitled

the city planning and growh program and shall be adm nistered by the

transportation inprovenent board((;—exeept—For—profeets—n—etties

shalH—eoenstder)). The funding for the programshall be provided from
the city planning and growth account established in section 3 of this
act . The board shall develop grant criteria that includes the
follow ng considerations of the |and use inplications of the project,
such as whether the prograns and projects:

((5)) (a) Support developnent in and revitalization of existing
downt owns;

((2)) (b) Inplement | ocal conprehensive plans for rural and urban
residential and nonresidential densities;

((3))) (c) Have land use planning and regul ations encouraging
conpact devel opnent for rural and urban residential and nonresidenti al
densities; and

((4))) (d) Pronote the use of nultinodal transportation

(2) In the projects funded by the transportation inprovenent
board's city planning and growth program the board nust consider, in
addition to any other considerations required by law, the follow ng
factors when determ ning whether to nmake grants to | ocal governnents to
accommodat e projected grow h:

(a) Wiether the project will inprove the mninuml|evels of service
on transportation facilities that will accommbdate planned growth. For
the purposes of this subsection, "mninmumlevels of service" neans an
"a" through "d" level of service on an "a" to "f" scale or other
generally accepted transportati on neasurenent scale; or

(b) Wiether the project wll enable the local governnent to
inplenent its conprehensive and capital facilities plans.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. A new section is added to chapter 47.26 RCW
to read as foll ows:
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The city planning and growth account is hereby created in the state
treasury. Mney in the account may be used only after appropriation
Expenditures from the account may be used only for transportation
i nprovenent board grants identified in the omnibus transportation
appropriations act, including any principal and interest on bonds
aut hori zed for the projects or the inprovenents.

Sec. 4. RCW43.84.092 and 2006 ¢ 337 s 11, 2006 c¢ 311 s 23, 2006
c 171 s 10, 2006 c 56 s 10, and 2006 ¢ 6 s 8 are each reenacted and
anended to read as foll ows:

(1) Al earnings of investnments of surplus balances in the state
treasury shall be deposited to the treasury inconme account, which
account is hereby established in the state treasury.

(2) The treasury inconme account shall be utilized to pay or receive
funds associated with federal prograns as required by the federal cash
managenent i nprovenent act of 1990. The treasury incone account is
subject in all respects to chapter 43.88 RCW but no appropriation is
required for refunds or allocations of interest earnings required by
the cash managenent | nprovenent act. Refunds of interest to the
federal treasury required under the cash managenent i nprovenent act
fall wunder RCW 43.88.180 and shall not require appropriation. The
of fice of financial managenent shall determ ne the anounts due to or
fromthe federal governnent pursuant to the cash nanagenent i nprovenent
act. The office of financial managenent may direct transfers of funds
bet ween accounts as deenmed necessary to inplenent the provisions of the
cash managenent inprovenent act, and this subsection. Ref unds or
all ocations shall occur prior to the distributions of earnings set
forth in subsection (4) of this section.

(3) Except for the provisions of RCW43.84.160, the treasury incone
account may be utilized for the paynent of purchased banki ng services
on behalf of treasury funds including, but not limted to, depository,
saf ekeepi ng, and disbursenent functions for the state treasury and
af fected state agencies. The treasury incone account is subject in al
respects to chapter 43.88 RCW but no appropriation is required for
paynents to financial institutions. Payments shall occur prior to
di stribution of earnings set forth in subsection (4) of this section.

(4) Monthly, the state treasurer shall distribute the earnings
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credited to the treasury incone account. The state treasurer shall
credit the general fund with all the earnings credited to the treasury
i ncome account except:

(a) The followng accounts and funds shall receive their
proportionate share of earnings based upon each account's and fund's
average daily balance for the period: The capitol building

construction account, the Cedar R ver channel construction and
operation account, the Central Washington University capital projects
account, the charitable, educat i onal , penal and reformatory
institutions account, the city planning and growh account, the
Colunbia river basin water supply devel opnent account, the common
school construction fund, the county crimnal justice assistance
account, the county sales and use tax equalization account, the data
processing building construction account, the deferred conpensation
adm ni strative account, the deferred conpensation principal account,
the departnent of retirenent systens expense account, the devel opnent al
disabilities comunity trust account, the drinking water assistance
account, the drinking water assistance admnistrative account, the
drinking water assistance repaynent account, the Eastern Washi ngton
University capital projects account, the education construction fund,
t he education | egacy trust account, the el ection account, the energency
reserve fund, the energy freedom account, The Evergreen State Coll ege
capital projects account, the federal forest revolving account, the
freight nobility investnent account, the freight nobility multinoda
account, the health services account, the public health services
account, the health system capacity account, the personal health
servi ces account, the state higher education construction account, the

heal t h i nsurance pool account, the WAshi ngton state patrol retirenent
account, the Wshington State University building account, the
Washi ngton State University bond retirenment fund, the water pollution
control revolving fund, and the Western Washi ngton University capital
projects account. Earnings derived from investing balances of the
agricultural permanent fund, the normal school permanent fund, the
per mmnent common school fund, the scientific permanent fund, and the
state university permanent fund shall be allocated to their respective
beneficiary accounts. All earnings to be distributed under this
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subsection (4)(a) shall first be reduced by the allocation to the state
treasurer's service fund pursuant to RCW 43. 08. 190.

(b) The follow ng accounts and funds shall receive eighty percent
of their proportionate share of earnings based upon each account's or
fund's average daily bal ance for the period: The aeronautics account,
the aircraft search and rescue account, the county arterial
preservation account, the departnent of |icensing services account, the
essential rail assistance account, the ferry bond retirenent fund, the
grade «crossing protective fund, the high capacity transportation
account, the highway bond retirenent fund, the highway safety account,
the notor vehicle fund, the notorcycle safety education account, the
pi | ot age account, the public transportation systens account, the Puget
Sound capital construction account, the Puget Sound ferry operations
account, the recreational vehicle account, the rural arterial trust
account, the safety and education account, the special category C
account, the state patrol highway account, the transportation 2003
account (nickel account), the transportation equipnent fund, the
transportation fund, the transportation inprovenent account, the
transportation i nprovenent board bond retirenent account, and the urban
arterial trust account.

(5 In conformance with Article Il, section 37 of the state
Constitution, no treasury accounts or funds shall be allocated earnings
W thout the specific affirmative directive of this section.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 5. This act is necessary for the imrediate
preservation of the public peace, health, or safety, or support of the
state governnent and its existing public institutions, and takes effect
July 1, 2007.
